S to what you afk of his Reception in this City --- Lin” 
vited him, nay urged him to undertake this Journey> 
in Confequence of a Correfpondence I had with him 

for more than two or three Years. I did it in Concurrence 
with a very few. His Journey was delayed, till bad Reperts 
had imbittered the Minds of almoff all againft him: fo that 
when he came, I cou’d fearce obtain: Liberty for him to 
preach even in theFields. All that I could do was, what I re- 
folved long before ; I gave him with greatPleafure & fulll'ree- 
dom my Pulpit which for thatDaywas in theChurch,which our 
Magiftrates & principalPeople of Note frequent. And at once 
theLord by his preaching melted down the Hearts of bis Ene- 
m.¢s,except----and--- ; fo that, contrary to our Cuftom, he 
was allowed the fame Place and Pulpit in the Evening of that 
Day, and the other Church as often as he pleafed. 

While he ftay’d among us, he anfwered ourExpeétations fo 
much, that he has {carce more Friends any where of its Bulk 
than here ; where at firft almoft all were azainff bim. And 
the Word came alfo with fo much Power, that I hope feverad 
of different Denominations will b/e/s the Lor for evermore, 
that ever they heard him. And in his Way from us, I faw in 
Part, and have heard more fully fince, what fatisfies, that 
this was of the Lorn, and for the Good of many.--~»

Honeured Sir, Octob. 8. 1741. 
Am favoured with yours, whercin you defire my Lhoughts 
of Mr. Whitefield, and Account of his Labours and Succefs 
with us. Altho’ my Sentiments may be little regarded by 
many, yet when you put me to it, I think.1 am bound to do 
Juftice to theCharacter of this Stranger, which I fee few wil- 
ling todo. 1am hot much furprized tho’ the Devil and all 
he can influence be up in Arms againft the Youth, feeing he 
makes fuch bold and vigorous Attacks upon his Kingdom ‘and 
ftrong Holds. As you ‘Sir, do obferve it to be with you, fo 

itis with us. He is hated and fpoken againft by all the Epi/- f- 
copal Party, and even the moft of our Clergy do labour to ci- 
minifh and expofe him : this is not to be much wondred at, ff 
feeing his inceflant Labours for Curist and Souls isfucha | 
{trong Reproof to them, belides what he fays publickly againft 
the fending out of unconverted Minifters, and their preaching 
an unknown Curis, this muft be galling to carnal Men.

Show the People 
of GOD, how to take the Comfort of their eternalE lef ton, 
and /pecialRedemption,and infured Perfeverance ; and at the 
fame Time fetch mighty Incentives to Holine/s, from thofe 
Hopes, which will forever caufe thofe that have them to 
purify themfelves. Gofpeilize to them all the Command- 
ments of the Law, and fhow them how to obey upon the 
Principles of the Ga/pel: And how the Precepts of the 
Gofpel are alfo fo many Promif:s of it.

There is a 
Set of Books which of late Years have brought ina fa/his- 
nable Divinity ; with] the Authors whereof, [I cannot but 
be in as ill Terms, as Gi/das was with his Britifh Clergy, 
when with him aMan was, Non eximieChri/fianus,twho did 
not call them rather the Betrayers than the Adini/ers of the 
Gofpel.
